DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year,  the  drainage  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  23  properties 
were  examined,  and  in  all  cases  found  to  be  defective.  The  owners  were 
called  upon  to  carry  out  the  alterations  necessary  in  order  to  put  the 
premises  in  accordance  with  modem  requirements.  In  eighteen  cases  the  work 
was  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.  In  one  property,  in  connection  with 
which  a Notice  was  served  in  the  previous  year,  the  necessary  alterations 
were  carried  out  in  the  course  of  the  past  year. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (a) . 

The  number  of  choked  drains  was  676,  as  compared  with  747  in  the  previous 
year,  871  in  1933*  and  842  in  1932;  while  the  number  of  choked  w.c.  's  was  29* 
as  compared  with  49  in  the  previous  year,  34  in  1933*  and  80  in  1932.  In  no 
case  was  it  found  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  a house  proprietor  for  failure  to  clear  out  a choked  drain  or  w.c. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a large 
percentage  of  such  chokages  is  due  to  improper  usage  on  the  part  of  the 
tenants.  Several  years  ago  the  Department  introduced  the  policy  of  sending 
letters  of  warning  to  the  tenants  in  all  cases  where  there  was  reason  to 
believe  that  the  chokage  was  due  to  wilful  interference  or  improper  use. 

During  the  year  109  letters  were  sent,  as  compared  with  153  in  the  previous 
year,  and  211  in  1933. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  within  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
continuous  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  choked  drains  andw.cis.

Sanitary  Conveniences,  &c . used  in  common. 

In  the  circular  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  relative 
to  Annual  Reports,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  called  upon  to  include  in  his 
report  notes  regarding  the  sanitary  conveniences,  etc.,  used  in  common, 
including  a statement  as  to  the  number  of  (a)  water-clcs  ets ; (b)  dry  closets; 
(c)  privy  middens;  and  (d)  ashpits  in  use,  shev/ing  for  each  separately  the 
number  serving  2,  3,  4-  and  5 or  more  tenants  respectively.  Information  must 
also  be  given  regarding  the  number  of  houses  without  inside  water-supply  and 
sink.  The  Department  desire  all  local  authorities  to  obtain  this  information 
with  the  view  of  their  making  fuller  use  of  their  powers  to  require  the 
introduction,  wherever  practicable,  of  water  and  water-closets  into  those 
houses  which  are  at  present  without  these. 

The  following  table,  which  has  been  brought  up-to-date,  gives  information 
regarding  the  proportion  of  TV . Cs . in  houses  in  the  various  T/ards  of  the  City, 
exclusive  of  self-contained  dwellings  and  of  all  houses  erected  under 
Corporation  Housing  Schemes.

Two  additional  W. Cs.  have  been  provided  during  the  year.  There  is, 
therefore,  very  little  difference  in  the  table  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  table  in  the  report  for  the  previous  year,  except  that  a number 
of  properties  where  the  TV. C.  accommodation  was  inadequate  have  been  closed  or 
demolished. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  36.8  per  cent,  of  the  houses  visited  there  is 
at  least  one  Y/.C.  to  every  two  tenants.  In  33*3  per  cent,  the  proportion  is 
one  to  three  tenants;  in  19.2  per  cent,  one  to  four  tenants;  in  5*8  per  cent, 
one  to  five  tenants;  while  in  the  remaining  4. 9 per  cent,  there  are  more  than 
five  tenants  to  a ¥. C. 

On  21st  December  last,  the  powers  contained  in  the  Aberdeen  Corporation 
Order  Confirmation  Act,  1 934-,  regarding  the  provision  of  sinks  and  T7.Cs.  came 
into  operation.  This  Act  provides  for  the  Corporation  calling  upon  owners  to 
provide,  wherever  practicable,  for  each  part  of  a house  occupied  by  a separate 
family,  a sufficient  water-closet,  and  to  fit  up  a sink  in  every  house  separately 
occupied.  On  8th  October  I reported  that  in  practically  all  the  tenement ed 
properties  in  the  City  it  was  not,  in  my  opinion,  practicable  to  provide  a 
¥. C.  for  each  part  of  a house  separately  occupied,  but  I recommended  that 
authority  be  given  to  call  upon  owners  to  provide  T7.C.  accommodation  in  the 
proportion/

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proportion  of  one  17. C.  to  every  two  dwellings,  and  to  fit  up  a sink  in  every 
dwelling  separately  occupied.  The  Council  approved  of  the  report,  and  the 
provision  of  additional  sanitary  conveniences  is  being  undertaken  as  speedily 
as  possible. 

Dry  Closets,  Privy  Middens  and  Ashpits. 

There  are  73  dry  closets,  and  1 privy  midden  within  the  City  Boundary, 
being  6 less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  the  demolition  of 
six  old  properties.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  majority  of  the 
dwelling-houses  in  connection  with  which  there  are  dry  closets  are  situated 
in  the  outskirts,  and  in  districts  in  which  there  are  neither  water  mains 
nor  sewers.  There  are,  however,  a number  of  other  houses  where  the  ceilings 
are  low,  and  the  light  and  ventilation  inadequate,  so  that  nothing  short  of 
re-construction  would  render  such  houses  fit  for  human  habitation.  As  these 
houses  are  mainly  situated  in  districts  where  recently  a considerable  amount 
of  feuing  has  taken  place,  the  owners  would  readily  demolish  the  houses  if 
alternative  accommodation  could  be  found  for  the  tenants.  In  all  cases 
where  this  was  not  done  by  the  owner,  the  houses  could  be  dealt  with  by  means 
of  Demolition  Orders,  but  again  lack  of  alternative  accommodation  prevents 
this  being  done  meantime.

The  number  of  houses  without  sinks  inside  the  houses  is  5 >577*  being 
434  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  In  4,992  houses  the  water  supply  is 
obtained  from  one  or  more  common  sinks  on  the  stair  landings,  and  in  the 
remaining  585  houses  the  only  water  supply  available  is  from  taps  provided 
in  the  back  courts. 

As  already  stated,  additional  powers  regarding  the  provision  of  sinks 
came  into  operation  in  December  last.

The  number  of  Corporation  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  570. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  since  1919, 
with  the  aid  of  subsidies  under  the  Housing  Acts,  is,  1,685.  This  number 
includes  49  houses  erected  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Assistance  to 
Builders)  Scheme  (Scotland)  1920.  Of  the  total  number  259  contained  more 
than  four  rooms.  The  scheme  of  assistance  to  private  enterprise  was 
terminated  on  31st  March,  1934* 

I am  indebted  to  the  City  Engineer  forthe  following  information 
regarding  the  number  of  houses  erected  without  the  aid  of  a subsidy  since 
1919*  The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  so  erected  is  1,370,  and  of  these 
874  consisted  of  houses  of  four  rooms  and  under.  The  number  erected  during 
1935  was  538,  of  which  461  contained  four  rooms  and  under. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses,  inclusive  of  886  houses  under 
Clearance  Schemes,  erected  during  the  period  1919-35,  is,  therefore,  6,929, 
and  of  these  755  contained  more  than  four  rooms.

Upper  Denbum  &c»  Clearance  Scheme. 

Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  309  of  the  316  houses  dealt  with 
in  this  Scheme  have  been  purchased  by  private  agreement,  with  the  result  that 
only  as  regards  two  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  - one  of  which  related  solely 
to  premises  and  land  adjoining  a Clearance  Area  - was  it  necessary  to  hold  an 
Inquiry.  This  Inquiry  was  held  on  26th  May  last,  and  the  decision  is  expected 
shortly. 

Other  Clearance  Schemes. 

On  2nd  December,  1 935 j the  Town  Council  passed  a Clearance  Resolution, 
dealing  with  288  insanitary  dwellings  in  Spring  Garden  and  vicinity;  while 
on  16th  March,  1936,  they  passed  a supplementary  resolution  dealing  with 
36  dwellings  in  the  same  vicinity. 

On  20th  January,  1936,  the  Council  passed  a Resolution  dealing  with 
259  insanitary  dwellings  in  Miller  Street  and  vicinity. 

Other  Insanitary  Dwellings  - Action  taken  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 
(Scotland)  Act,  1930. 

During  the  past  year  353  dwellings  were  dealt  with  by  means  of  Demolition 
Orders;  94  by  means  of  Closing  Orders;  while  undertakings  were  received  from 
the  owners  of  7 dwelling-houses  that  they  will  not  be  used  for  habitation 
until  the  local  authority,  on  being  satisfied  that  the  houses  have  been 
rendered  fit  for  human  habitation,  cancel  the  undertakings.  The  total  number 
of  dwellings  dealt  with  under  Section  16  was,  therefore,  454* 
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Tents  & Vans. 

In  December,  1934,  the  number  of  such  tents,  vans,  etc.,  was  60, 
containing  240  persons. 

In  a report  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  September  last, 
it  was  stated  that  the  number  had  increased  to  97,  of  which  number,  65 
containing  287  persons,  were  former  City  Householders.  As  the  conditions 
\onder  which  a number  of  these  tent  and  van  dwellers  were  living  were 
deplorable,  the  Town  Council  resolved  to  remove  as  large  a number  as 
possible  to  temporary  accommodation  in  Jute  Buildings,  and  in  Torry  Port 
and  Castlehill  Barracks,  which  had  been  recently  acquired  by  the  Council. 

The  number  of  families  so  accommodated  was  48,  containing  223  persons. 

At  a census  taken  in  December,  it  was  found  that  despite  the  removal 
of  the  48  families  referred  to,  the  number  of  families  living  in  tents, 
vans,  etc.,  was  93*  Of  these  39,  containing  126  persons,  we re  occupied  by 
itinerants  or  by  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  obtain  a house  in  the  City. 

The  remaining  54,  containing  229  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who 
desire  to  obtain  a house.  The  majority  of  the  persons  desirous  of  obtaining 
a house  had  formerly  occupied  sub-let  rooms,  but  had  been  compelled  to 
vacate  them. 

The  lands  on  which  these  tents  axe  located  are  unsuitable  for  the 
purpose,  and  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  if  the  Town  Council  could 
provide  suitable  ground  for  this  purpose.  Under  the  charge  of  a capable 
caretaker  such  ground  could  be  properly  controlled. 

As  regards  those  tent  and  van  dwellers  who  are  bona-fide  citizens,  and 
who  are  desirous  of  a house,  Section  71  of  the  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  1935, 
enacts  that  "The  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Act  of  1930  relating  to 
buildings  included  in  an  area  to  which  a clearance  order  relates,  and  of 
Part  II  of  that  Act  relating  to  dwelling-houses,  shall  have  effect  in 
relation  to  any  hut,  tent,  caravan  or  other  temporary  or  movable  form  of 
shelter  which  is  used  for  human  habitation,  and  has  been  on  the  same  site 
or  a site  in  the  immediate  vicinity  for  a period  of  two  years  next  before 
action  is  taken  under  those  provisions  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  a 
building  or  dwelling-house." 

During  the  course  of  the  present  year  two  huts  etc.,  have  been  dealt 
with  in  terms  of  this  Section,  and  at  the  earliest  opportunity  similar 
action  will  be  taken  in  all  such  cases  where  the  Section  is  applicable. 

As  practically  all  the  tents,  vans,  etc.,  are  overcrowded,  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  re-house  all  the  others  as  soon  as  possible. 

Summer  Campers. 

In  the  area  added  to  the  City  last  year,  there  are  a number  of  pieces 
of  ground,  principally  in  the  Kincorth  District,  which  have  for  a number  of 
years  been  let  to  summer  campers.  These  grounds  - twelve  in  number  - were 
regularly  visited  during  the  summer  months.  During  one  week  in  July,  there 
were  5 huts,  5 caravans,  84  tents  and  203  bivouacs,  occupied  by  791  persons  - 
681  men,  73  women  and  37  children.  The  farmers  were  called  upon  to  provide 
latrine  accommodation,  water  supply,  and  ashpits.  These  camping  grounds 
cannot,  however,  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  I would  suggest  that  the 
Town  Council  should  consider  the  advisability  of  laying  out  a part  of  the 
ground  belonging  to  them  as  a summer  camping  ground. 

The  number  of  tents,  vans,  etc.,  inspected  during  the  year  was  1,269. 
Condition  of  houses  erected  under  the  various  Housing  Schemes , 

In  my  report  for  the  previous  year,  it  was  stated  that- in  144  cases 
where  dampness  was  complained  of  four  years  ago,  no  evidence  was  found  at 
the/ 
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the  time  of  visit.  As,  however,  it  was  alleged  that  there  was  evidence 
of  dampness  from  time  to  time,  stamped  addressed  postcards  were  sent  to 
the  householders  referred  to,  asking  them  to  communicate  with  the  Department 
whenever  there  was  any  recurrence  of  dampness.  Up  to  the  date  of  the  issue 
of  the  1934  Report,  only  8 of  the  postcards  had  been  returned.  Since  that 
date  no  postcards  have  been  returned. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  5 fresh  complaints  were  received 
regarding  alleged  dampness,  but  in  none  of  these  houses  were  any  structural 
defects  found. 

Bug  infestation  of  new  houses. 

During  the  past  year,  11  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested. 

This  is  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Temporary  Dwellings  in  Jute  Buildings. 

Twenty-four  of  the  46  dwellings  contained  in  these  Buildings  were  found 
to  be  bug  infested,  and  the  dwellings  were  fumigated. 

Temporary  dwellings  at  Torry  Fort  Battery  and  Castlehill  Barracks. 

During  the  year  the  afore-mentioned  premises  were  acquired  by  the  Town 
Council,  and  are  being  utilised  as  temporary  housing  accommodation.  In 
Torry  Port  there  are  13  one-roomed  and  6 two-roomed  houses;  and  in  Castlehill 
Barracks,  37  one-roomed,  32  two-roomed,  and  4 three-roomed  houses;  exclusive 
in  each  case  of  the  Caretakers ' houses. 

Conversion  and  Demolition  of  Existing  Dwelling-Houses  for  Business  Purposes,  &c. 

Since  the  revocation  of  the  Housing  (Additional  Powers)  Act  in  December, 
1921,  it  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Public  Health  Department  that  439 
dwelling-houses,  consisting  almost  without  exception  of  houses  of  three 
rooms  or  less,  have  either  been  demolished,  or  have  ceased  to  be  used  as 
dwelling-houses.  The  number  thus  dealt  with  during  the  past  year  was  22.

NOTE:-  Any  general  information  or  observations  as  to  the  character  of 
defects  usually  found  to  exist,  as  to  the  extent  to  which  overcrowding  was 
found  to  prevail  and  the  steps  taken  to  remedy  it,  or  as  to  the  work  of 
inspection  generally,  should  be  entered  in  the  space  below: - 

The  defects  found  to  exist  consisted  of  want  of  repair  in  regard 
to  roof  coverings,  floorings,  stair  treads  and  balusters,  doors, 
fireplaces  and  grates,  and  the  plaster  work  of  the  walls  and  ceilings 
in  dwelling-houses.  The  defects  also  included  want  of  repair  in  wash- 
houses (including  boilers,  tubs,  etc.,)  17. C.  apartments  and  coal  cellars. 
Defects  in  drainage  systems  (including  defective  17. Cs.  and  sinks)  and 
nuisances  arising  from  dampness  and  want  of  sufficient  ventilati on  were 
also  dealt  with. 
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In  addition  to  the  houses  specified  in  Question  1 (d),  a complete 
sanitary  survey  was  made  in  106  houses  in  which  Tuberculosis  had 
occurred.  In  none  of  these  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  any 
action. 

Structural  Defects  and  Want  of  Repair. 


Particulars  as  to  the  work  done  will  be  found  in  Appendix  II.  (B). 

As  has  been  the  practice  for  a number  of  years,  a complete  sanitary 
survey  is  made  of  all  houses  in  which  a case  of  tuberculosis  has  occurred, 
or  to  which  a person  still  suffering  from  that  disease  has  removed. 

During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  such  surveys  was  117. 

All  structural  defects  and  want  of  repair  found  in  these  houses  were 
dealt  with.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  proper  ventilation  of  the 
sleeping  apartments  and  to  their  freedom  from  dampness. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  structural  defects  and  want 
of  repair  was  1,286  as  compared  with  1,245  in  the  previous  year.  In  only 
84  of  these  cases  rvas  it  found  that  there  was  no  cause  for  complaint.  The 
Inspectors,  in  the  course  of  the  systematic  inspection  of  their  district, 
pay  particular  attention  to  these  conditions,  with  the  result  that  every 
want  of  repair  coming  under  their  notice  is  immediately  dealt  with. 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  a large  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  by  the  Department  in  past  years  in  order  to  secure  that  the  windows  of 
all  sleeping  apartments  can  be  easily  opened  for  purposes  of  ventilation. 

The  result  has  been  that  there  are  now  comparatively  fev/  windows  which  do 
not  comply  with  these  requirements,  so  that  during  the  year  only  two  dwelling 
apartments  required  to  be  dealt  with. 

As  can  be  readily  understood,  dampness  is  a frequent  source  of  complaint 
in  the  older  type  of  dwellings,  and  in  this  connection  198  dwellings  were 
dealt  with.  In  89  properties  the  roof  coverings  were  repaired;  in  29  the 
window  rybats  were  repointed;  in  4»  the  external  walls  were  reharled  or 
otherwise  repaired;  and  in  76,  other  remedial  measures  were  carried  out. 

In  the  inspection  of  houses,  careful  attention  is  paid  to  any  want  of 
repair.  During  the  past  year,  the  floors  of  61  dwelling  apartments  were 
repaired,  as  were  also  the  floors  of  180  lobbies  and  stair  landings 
(including  stair  steps.)  In  217  dwelling  apartments,  527  lobbies  and 
staircases,  247  water-closets;  133  wash-houses,  and  59  pends,  the  plaster 
on  the  walls  and  ceilings  was  repaired.  The  woodwork  around  sinks  was 
renewed  or  repaired  in  49  houses;  32  defective  chimneys  and  70  grates  or 
fire-places  were  repaired;  while  the  doors  of  dwelling  apartments  were 
renewed  or  repaired  in  65  cases. 

During  the  year  559  windows  or  roof-lights  were  reglazed  at  the 
instance  of  the  Department,  as  compared  with  3^7  in  the  previous  year, 

412  in  1933>  and  489  in  1932. 

As  ms  stated  in  previous  reports,  it  was  found  that  proprietors  are 
prone  to  allow  wash-houses , w.c.  *s,  and  cellars  to  fall  into  a state  of 

disrepair. 

Paving  of  Back  Courts- and  Passages. 

There  are  now.  comparatively  few  properties  in  the  City  where  the  back 
courts  are  not  paved  or  otherwise  suitably  surfaced.  There  is,  however,  a 
large  number  of  houses  where  the  passages  leading  to  the  outhouses  have 
never  been  paved,  and  have  been  allowed  to  get  into  an  unsatisfactory 
condition.  During  the  year,  5&  courts  and  48  passages  were  repaired;  while 
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2 passages  were  paved.  The  paving  of  these  courts  and  passages  adds  greatly 
to  the  comfort  of  the  tenants. 

Verminous  Persons  and  Houses. 

Under  the  agreement  with  the  Education  Committee  for  dealing  with 
verminous  persons  and  houses,  756  persons  suffering  from  scabies  and  vermin 
were  removed  to  the  Cleansing  Station  for  treatment.  In  the  previous  year, 
the  number  of  persons  so  dealt  with  was  701,  and,  in  1933,  705* 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  137  persons  suffering  from  scabies,  and 
23  verminous  persons  were  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Station.  In  the  previous 
year  the  numbers  were,  respectively,  179  and  42. 

The  number  of  bug-infested  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  137, 
as  compared  with  201  in  the  preceding  year,  158  in  1 933 > 89  in  1932,  and  80 

in  1931. 

Filthy  Houses. 

During  the  year,  the  floors  of  153  dwelling  apartments,  the  articles  of 
furniture  in  149  apartments,  and  140  sets  of  bed  and  body  clothing  were 
cleaned  by  the  occupants  after  notices  had  been  served  upon  them.  The 
numbers  in  the  previous  year  were,  respectively,  229,  21 6 and  209. 

There  is  a considerable  number  of  houses  which  require  to  be  revisited 
frequently  in  order  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
being  maintained. 

I have  again  to  record  the  great  assistance  received  from  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee,  who  are  ready  at  all  times  to  admit  into  their  hospital 
those  of  the  aged  and  infirm  poor  who  are  no  longer  able  to  look  after 
themselves  or  their  homes.  Immediately  after  the  removal  of  such  cases  to 
hospital,  the  houses,  bedding  and  clothing  are  disinfected  by  this  Department. 

Cleansing  of  Walls  and  Ceilings  of  Dwelling  Apartments,  Lobbies,  Staircases, 

U. C.  *s,  Trash-houses,  &c. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  85  dwelling  apartments  were  distempered  or 
repapered.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  was  192,  in  1933,  175;  and  in 

1932,  92. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  1,654  lobbies  and  staircases,  504  passages  or 
pends,  3,468  water-closets,  1,902  wash-houses,  and  72  drying-lofts  were 
whitewashed  or  otherwise  cleaned.  In  the  previous  year,  1,517  lobbies  and 
staircases,  425  passages  or  pends,  3,242  water-closets,  1,778  wash-houses, 
and  45  drying-lofts  were  similarly  cleansed. 

T7ant  of  Cleanliness  of  17. C.  *s.  Lobbies:,  Staircases,  Back  Courts,  and  other 
parts  of  Premises  used  in  Common. 

Notices  were  served  upon  150  sets  of  tenants,  embracing  711  individual 
tenants,  regarding  their  failure  to  clean  the  parts  of  the  premises  used  in 
common  by  them.  In  the  previous  year  the  numbers  were,  respectively,  87 

and  475. 

The  byelaws  for  the  cleansing  of  common  stairs,  lobbies,  passages,  areas, 
sinks  and  water-closets,  by  the  tenants  in  rotation  have  proved  very  helpful. 
In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

Accumulations  of  Ashes,  Filth,  and  other  Rubbish. 

The  number  of  accumulations  of  ashes,  filth,  and  other  rubbish  removed 
was  144,  as  compared  with  153  in  the  previous  year,  161  in  1933,  and  204  in 
1932. 
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Letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  331  householders  regarding  the  throwing 
of  refuse  from  the  windows  of  dwelling-houses  on  to  back  courts  or  on  to 
ground  or  outhouses  connected  with  adjoining  properties,  and  regarding  the 
dumping  and  burning  of  garden  rubbish.  The  number  of  such  letters  sent  in 
the  previous  year  was  188,  in  1933*  226,  and  in  1932,  343*

Applications  for  Certificates  by  Tenants. 

Ten  applications  for  certificates  in  terms  of  Section  2 (2)  of  the 
principal  Act  were  received.  In  six  cases,  certificates  were  granted.  In 
the  remaining  4 cases,  the  necessary  repairs  had  been  carried  out  prior  to 
the  applications  being  considered  by  the  Committee;  consequently  no  action 
required  to  be  taken. 

Applications  for  Certificates  by  Owners. 

No  applications  were  received  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  regarding  excessive  emissions  of  smoke 
and  grit  from  a large  box-making  factory  in  Torry.  The  proprietors  have 
made  several  alterations  on  their  plant  and  also  erected  an  additional  boiler, 
but  the  nuisance  still  continues. 

Complaints  were  also  received  regarding  excessive  emissions  of  smoke 
from  9 other  premises.  With  two  exceptions,  all  the  complaints  referred  to 
factories  or  workshops.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  every  case. 

Altogether  212  observations  were  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  quantities 
of  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  complained  of,  and  also  from  the  chimneys 
of  premises  which  in  previous  years  had  been  the  cause  of  complaint.  The 
periods  of  observation  ranged  from  15  to  60  minutes. 

A number  of  visits  were  paid  to  the  Joint  Railway  Station  and  vicinity, 
and  from  time  to  time  30  engines  were  kept  under  observation.  On  none  of 
these  occasions  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  any  action. 

As  has  been  the  practice  for  several  years,  the  steam  wagons  passing 
along  the  streets  have  been  kept  under  observation,  and  the  number  of  wagons 
so  dealt  with  in  the  course  of  the  year  was  245*  In  3 cases  it  was  found 
necessary  to  send  letters  of  warning.  In  the  previous  yean,  the  number  of 
observations  was  525. 

I am  informed  by  the  Electrical  Engineer  that  "The  past  year  has  witnessed 
a distinct  trend  towards  the  adoption  of  electric  heating  and  cooking  in 
property  of  the  tenement  class,  and  this  will  no  doubt  be  hastened  by  the 
very  cheap  rates  in  force  in  Aberdeen  for  such  supply. 

The  ITorks  referred  to  in  the  1934  Report  have  carried  through  the  change- 
over to  electric  drive  then  mentioned,  while  another  Works  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  City  has  applied  for  a much  increased  supply  of  electricity.  " 

The  Gas  Engineer  states:-  "Gas  for  cooking,  heating  and  hot  water  supply 
continues  to  be  in  great  demand.  The  fact  that  gas  is  economical  and  labour- 
saving  makes  an  appeal  to  the  housewife,  and  even  in  the  poorer  homes,  it  is 
used  for  cooking,  heating  and  hot  water  supply,  the  last  mentioned  being 
acconplished  by  the  fitting  of  a gas  water  heater  over  the  sink.  In  the 
better  class  homes,  gas  cookers,  fires  and  hot  water  circulating  boilers  are 
being  installed  in  large  numbers. 
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It  is  a matter  for  regret  that  so  many  bedrooms  are  being  constructed 
without  proper  means  of  ventilation.  A gas  fire  with  a proper  vent  stimulates 
circulation  of  the  air,  and  ensures  a generous  heat,  a pure  air  supply  and. 
dry  walls  in  the  apartment.  Judging  by  the  complaints  we  receive  of 
condensation  in  rooms  without  vents,  we  believe  that  the  owner  of  the  property 
would  in  many  cases  have  gladly  paid  the  extra  cost  of  providing  a vent. 

During  the  past  year,  over  1,300  gas  fires  have  been  fitted  on  simple 
hire,  in  addition  to  420  which  have  been  sold  outright,  while  over  720 
enamelled  gas  cookers  with  thermostatic  oven  control  have  been  sold,  and. 

1,725  free  loan  cookers  have  been  installed.  Me  have  now  on  record  in 
Aberdeen  the  following  gas  appliances  on  loan,  hire,  or  hire-purchase, 
viz:-  35,200  Cooking,  12,235  Heating  and.  477  Hot  Water  Circulators.  In 
addition,  there  are  thousands  of  other  gas  appliances  privately  owned,  of 
which  no  record  is  kept. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  the  increasing  use  of  gas  as  a 
fuel,  as  this  will  certainly  lead  to  a still  further  reduction  of  the  smoke 
nuisance,  thus  contributing  towards  a cleaner  and  purer  atmosphere  in  the 
city. " 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES  .

Complaints. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  offensive 
smells  from  a knackery,  and  a fish  meal  factory.  Four  complaints  were  also 
received  regarding  offensive  smells  from  a fish  oil  factory  in  Palmerston 
Road,  one  complaint  regarding  smells  from  one  or^6ther  of  the  two  fish  oil 
factories  in  Albert  Quay,  and  one  complaint  regarding  the  tallow  melting 
digester  at  Hutchcon  Street  Slaughter-House.  No  complaints  were  received 
regarding  any  of  the  other  offensive  trades  in  the  City. 

Under no tod/ 
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Undernoted  arc  particulars  :- 
Hardgate  Knackery. 

On  13th  August  the  Department  of  Health  sent  the  Town  Clerk  copy  of  a 
complaint  which  had  been  received  by  them,  and  requested  that  they  be 
furnished  with  a report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  thereafter  with  the  observations  of  the  Local  Authority,  on 
the  subject  of  the  complaint.  Undemoted  are  excerpts  from  the  report 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Health  :- 

'Me  are  satisfied  that,  from  time  to  time,  offensive  smells,  which  are 
a source  of  annoyance  and  discomfort  to  those  residing  or  employed  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  Knackery,  do  emanate  from  the  premises.  Except, 
however,  during  the  period  from  8th  to  17th  June,  1930,  and  again,  on  the 
morning  of  22nd  August,  1 935 ^ the  nuisance  observed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  his  staff  was  not  of  a nature  as  justified  legal  proceedings  being 
instituted  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897* 

life  are  further  satisfied,  however,  that  since  the  death  of  the  - then  - 
manager  (23rd  March,  1934)*  duo  care  has  not  been  exercised  in  the  conduct  of 
the  business.  Despite  repeated  representations  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
the  present  manager  (Miss  Lawrence  - a sister  of  the  former  manager,  who,  on 
the  death  of  her  brother,  resigned  her  post  as  a school  teacher  in  order  to 
manage  the  business)  he  has  failed  to  make  her  realise  the  imminent  risk  of 
serious  nuisance  and  injury  to  health  occurring  if  the  necessary  precautions 
were  not  taken  at  all  times. 

17e  are  accordingly  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the 
Local  Authority  should  make  Byelaws  for  regulating  the  businesses  of 
knackering,  bone  boiling,  tallow  melting,  etc.,  similar  to  the  Byelaws  made 
by  the  Local  Authority  in  1928  for  regulating  the  business  of  manufacturer 
of  fish  manure  or  fish  meal.  Although,  hitherto,  it  had  not,  for  various 
reasons,  been  considered  politic  to  make  such  Byelaws,  we  arc  now  prepared 
to  recommend  the  Local  Authority  to  do  so. 

Me  are  also  of  opinion  that  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  Public  Health 
(Scotland)  Act,  1897,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  all  the  offensive 
businesses  enumerated  in  the  Act  being  licensed  annually,  as  has  been  the  case, 
since  1897,  with  slaughter-houses  and  knackers'  yards.  Me  are  aware  that 
several  local  authorities  made  representations  to  this  effect  before  the 
Health  Services  Committee  and  that  a deputation  from  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Association  of  Scotland  recently  made  a similar  representation  to  the 
Department  of  Health. " 

The  Public  -Health  Committee,  after  the  fullest  consideration,  remitted 
to  a sub-committee  to  report  at  the  earliest  opportunity  as  to  what  action 
should  be  taken  for  abating  the  nuisance  complained  of.  The  matter  is  still 
receiving  the  consideration  of  the  sub-committee. 

Fish  Meal  Factory  belonging  to  Mutual  Fish  Products  Co.  Ltd. 

On  8th  May,  the  Department  of  Health  communicated  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
enclosing  copy  of  a complaint  which  they  had  received  regarding  offensive 
smells  from  the  above  factory,  and  requesting  that  the  Department  be  furnished 
with  a report  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  subject  of  the  complaint.  In 
the  report  it  was  stated  that  the  factory  commenced  operations  on  3rd  March, 
1930,  and  that  the  factory  and  vicinity  have  since  that  date  been  visited 
on  practically  every  working  day  by  a member  of  the  Sanitary  Staff.  Full 
information  was  given  in  the  report,  and  in  two  accompanying  appendices 
regarding  all  complaints  received  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  also 
regarding  all  occasions  on  which  smells  emanating  from  this  factory  were 
observed  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  In  his  report,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  stated 
that  he  was  definitely  of  opinion  that  with  the  possible  exception  of  7th  May, 
1935,  (the  day  following  the  Spring  Holiday),  there  was  no  single  occasion  on 
which/ 
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which  he  would  have  been  justified  in  informing  the  local  authority  that  the 
effluvia  from  the  factory  was  a nuisance  or  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district,  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  36  (l)  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897*  About  the  time 
referred  to  the  quantity  of  fish  landed  at  the  port  was  exceptionally  heavy, 
and,  with  the  holiday  intervening,  a part  of  the  offal  was  not,  when  removed 
from  the  fish  merchants'  premises,  in  such  a fresh  condition  as  usual. 

Fish  Oil  Factories. 

The  complaints  regarding  the  Palmerston  Road  Oil  Factory  we  re  verified 
and  were  due  partly,  to  the  use  of  semi-putrid  material,  and,  partly,  to  the 
failure  to  take  proper  precautions  to  prevent  the  escape  of  offensive 
effluvia.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  on  each  occasion. 

Although  the  complaint  regarding  offensive  smells  from  an  oil  factory  in 
Albert  Quay  was  investigated  within  an  hour  of  its  receipt,  no  cause  for 
complaint  was  found  at  time  of  visit.  The  attention  of  the  proprietors  of 
both  oil  factories  in  Albert  Quay  was,  however,  directed  to  the  complaint. 

Tallow  Melting  at  Hutcheon  Street  Slaughter-House. 

Complainer  stated  that  the  digester  v/hich  is  only  used  about  twice 
weekly,  was  usually  emptied  about  10  p.m.  The  slaughter-house  and  vicinity 
was  accordingly  visited  at  that  hour  on  a night  in  August,  when  it  was  found 
that  owing  to  the  small  quantity  of  material  which  had  been  collected  during 
the  previous  few  days,  the  material  was  not  so  fresh  as  usual.  No  smell, 
however,  was  found  which  justified  any  action  being  taken. 

Inspections. 

All  the  premises  in  which  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  visited 
frequently  - some  of  them  daily  - and  the  total  number  of  inspections, 
exclusive  of  slaughter-houses,  was  2,31 3* 

PIGSTIES . 

At  the  end  of  1935?  there  were  18  pigstyes  on  the  register,  as  compared 
with  2 2 in  the  previous  year,  28  in  1933?  and  4 1 in  1932. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  pigstyes  were  being  kept  in  conformity  with 
the  Byelaws,  6l  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (D). 

WORKSHOPS  ( EXCLUDING  BAKEHOUSES). 

The  number  of  workshops  (excluding  bakehouses)  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1 934-  was  680.  During  the  year,  there  were  44  added,  36  closed,  and 
4 converted  into  factories  by  the  introduction  of  motive  power.  The  number, 
therefore,  at  the  end  of  1935?  was  684. 

There  v/ere  1 ,431  visits  made.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in 
Appendix  II.  (s). 

No  Notice  was  received  under  Sectioh  5 of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
1901,  which  requires  that  the  Factory  Inspector  shall  give  intimation  to  the 
Local  Authority  of  any  sanitary  defect  in  the  factory  or  workshop  remediable 
under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Two  Notices  - under  Section  9 of  the  Act  - dealing  with  the  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences  - were  received.  The  enforcement  of  Notices  under  this 
Section  devolves  upon  the  Factory  Inspector. 

Twenty-six  Notices  of  Occupation  were  also  received  from  the  Factory 
Inspector. 
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As  required  by  Section  107  of  the  Act,  the  occupiers  of  all  factories 
or  workshops  employing  outworkers  sent  lists  of  these  to  the  Department 
twice  during  the  year.  Altogether  14  lists  were  received,  embracing  65 
Outworkers.  The  homes  of  all  the  local  outworkers  were  visited. 

Inspection  of  Plans. 

Sixty-six  plans  were,  at  the  request  of  the  City  Engineer,  reported  on 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  These  plans,  in  49  cases,  dealt  with  the  erection 
of  new  shops,  or  proposed  alterations  in  existing  shops.  In  every  case 
arrangements  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
as  regards  lighting,  ventilation,  temperature,  and  the  provision  of  sufficient 
sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities,  were  complied  with. 

The  remaining  plans  dealt  mainly  with  alterations  in  premises  in  which 
foodstuffs  were  prepared.  Similar  recommendations  were  made  and  agreed  to. 

BAKEHOUSES . 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  75  bakehouses  in  the  City,  47  being 
classed  as  factories  and  28  as  workshops.  This  is  three  less  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

In  connection  with  these,  262  visits  were  paid.  Details  of  the  work 
done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (F). 

Bakehouse  Welfare  Order,  1927» 

By  arrangement  with  the  Factory  Inspector,  assistance  is  given  by  the 
Sanitary  Staff  in  seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order  are  complied 
with. 

Washing  Facilities. 

In  21  bakehouses,  a constant  supply  of  warm  water  is  not  laid  on  to 
the  sinks,  but  this  is  readily  obtained  by  means  of  gas  rings. 

Suitable  Accommodation  for  Clothing. 

In  55  bakehouses,  cloakrooms  or  clothes  chests  are  provided,  in  9* 
the  clothing  is  hung  in  passages,  etc.,  while  in  the  remaining  11,  no 
accommodation  is  provided. 

The  requirements  as  regards  the  exhibition  of  Dermatitis  Notices  and 
the  provision  of  First  Aid  Treatment  are  generally  complied  with.  In  62 
bakehouses,  First  Aid  boxes  are  provided. 


THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  RELATIVE  ORDERS  AND  REGULATIONS . 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  741  persons  registered  to  sell  milk. 
Undemoted  are  particulars

This  is  an  increase  of  43*  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  A part 
of  the  increase  is  in  connection  with  retailers  of  ice  cream.  Under  pavers 
contained/ 
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contained  in  a Local  Act,  all  premises  in  whi eh  ice  cream  is  manufactured  or 
sold  have  to  be  registered  and  to  conform  to  the  Byelaws  applicable  to 
Dairies  and  milkshops.  During  the  year,  the  number  of  such  premises  was 
increased  from  265  to  283® 

Prior  to  the  present  byelaws  coming  into  operation  "loose"  milk  was 
sold  in  general  provision  shops  under  conditions  which  were  far  from 
satisfactory.  At  the  close  of  last  year  there  were  272  milkshops  in  which 
the  only  milk  or  cream  sold  is  milk  or  cream  supplied  in  the  properly  closed 
and  unopened  receptacles  in  which  it  was  delivered  to  the  shop.  There  are, 
therefore,  only  53  shops,  apart  from  the  shops  in  which  ijiilk  is  sold  for 
consumption  on  the  premises  only,  in  which  "loose"  milk  is  being  sold. 

The  recommendations  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  regarding  the  nature  and  quantity  of  articles  which  can  be  kept  in 
a "loose"  milk  shop  and  also  regarding  the  nature  of  any  trade  or  business 
carried  on  in  such  shop  are,  generally,  being  loyally  adhered  to. 

An  increasing  number  of  retailers  of  ice  cream  have  now  ceased  to 
manufacture  ice  cream  on  the  premises,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  are  purchasing 
the  ice  cream  from  manufacturers  who  have  suitable  premises  and  proper 
appliances  for  the  manufacture  thereof.  This  marks  a great  advance,  as  a 
number  of  shops  in  which  ice  cream  was  previously  manufactured  could  not  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory  for  the  purpose.  In  the  397  premises  in  which  ice 
cream  is  sold,  (including  103  premises  which  are  also  registered  as  milkshops) 
the  ice  cream  is  in  236  cases  bought  from  a manufacturer. 

All  the  dairies,  milkshops,  and  ice  cream  shops  are  regularly  visited  by 
one  of  the  assistant  inspectors,  and  the  number  of  such  visits  during  the 
year  was  780. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (G). 

The  number  of  cowsheds  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  22,  being  1 5 more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  additional  cowsheds  are  all  situated  in  the  area 
which  was  added  to  the  City  last  year.  The  herds  are  regularly  examined  by 
the  Veterinary  Inspector,  who  is  also  responsible  for  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  premises. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1 93A. 

In  a circular  issued  to  all  Local  Authorities,  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
was  directed  to  include  in  his  Annual  Report  a statement  of  the  extent  to 
which  Articles  IV.  to  XIV.  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  were  being  complied 
with. 


Articles  IV.  to  LX.  deal  with  the  provisions  against  infection  or 
contamination. 

During  the  year  a letter  of  v/arning  was  sent  to  the  occupant  of  a 
milkshop  regarding  the  opening  of  milk  bottles  in  a shop  which  was  registered 
to  supply  milk  only  in  the  properly  closed  and  unopened  receptacles  in  which 
it  was  delivered  to  the  shop.  Letters  of  warning  were  also  sent  to  two 
dairymen  regarding  a complaint  that  they  were  filling  milk  bottles  on  the 
street.  An  ice  cream  dealer  was  found  using  the  back  room  of  his  premises  as 
a living  room;  while  another  ice  cream  dealer  was  found  cooking  fish  and  chips 
in  his  shop.  After  letters  of  warning  had  been  sent,  the  practices  were 
discontinued.  A letter  of  warning  was  sent  to  a dairy  farmer  regarding  a 
complaint  that  he  was  occasionally  using  his  milk  cart  for  the  conveyance 
of  manure. 

Article  X.  enacts  that  "no  person  shall  add  any  colouring  or  thickening 
matter  to  cream  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  and  no  person  shall 
sell  for  human  consumption,  cream  to  which  any  colouring  or  thickening  matter 
has  been  added."  A similar  provision  regarding  the  addition  of  colouring 
matter/ 
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matter  to  milk,  skimmed  milk,  or  separated  milk,  is  contained  in  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922.  All  the  samples  of  milk  and  cream  analysed  by 
the  Public  Analyst  are  cxajnined  for  the  presence  of  colouring  matter.  None 
of  the  samples  were  found  to  contain  colouring  matter. 

Articles  XI.  to  XIIIo  deal  with  provisi  ona  as  to  vessels  and  conveyance 
of  milk. 

Article  XIII.  enacts  that  "Every  person  shall  before  delivery  to  any 
common  carrier  or  other  person  for  transit,  a vessel  containing  milk  intended 
for  sale  for  human  consumption,  cause  the  vessel  to  be  sealed  by  means  of  a 
leaden  seal  or  locked. " In  thirteen  cases  it  was  found  that  the  requirements 
of  this  Section  were  not  being  complied  with,  and  letters  of  warning  were  sent 
to  the  offenders.  No  contraventions  of  Articles  XI.  and  XII.  were  discovered. 

There  is  no  longer  any  power  in  the  Order  to  deal  with  dairymen  who  use, 
or  have  in  their  possession  vessels  belonging  to  any  other  person.  It  is  our 
practice,  however,  to  inform  the  owners  of  milk  vessels  that  vessels  belonging 
to  them  have  been  found  in  the  possession  of  other  dairymen.  Forty-two  such 
letters,  referring  to  180  vessels,  were  sent  in  the  course  of  the  year.  So 
far  as  we  arc  aware,  the  owners  have  had  no  difficulty  in  collecting  such 
bottles. 

Article  XIV.  requires  that  "no  person  shall  sell  by  retail  for  human 
consumption  skimmed.,  milk,  separated  milk,  or  cream,  except  from  a vessel 
labelled  or  marked  in  clearly  legible  letters  'Skimmed  milk, ' 'Separated  milk, 
or  'Cream1,  as  the  case  may  be." 

♦ 

Warnings  were  given  to  three  dairymen  regarding  their  failure  to  have 
the  vessel  from  which  skimmed  milk  was  being  retailed,  properly  labelled. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1930. 

During  the  year  no  additional  licences  wore  granted  to  retailers  to  sell 
"Certified"  milk.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  fifteen  retailers 
licensed  to  sell  "Certified"  milk. 

The  Northern  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  arc  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk 
in  their  premises  at  Berryden,  and  to  sell  "pasteurised"  milk  in  33  of  their 
branch  sheps.  Eighteen  licences  were  also  granted  to  other  retailers  to  sell 
"pasteurised"  milk.  A licence  was  also  granted  to  the  Aberdeen  & District 
Milk  Marketing  Board,  to  pasteurise  milk  in  their  premises  at  Lilybenk,

No  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  any  of  the  other  grades 
specified  in  the  Order. 

Samples  were  procured  weekly  from  the  retailers  of  "certified"  and 
"pasteurised"  milk  and  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst.

SHOPS  WHERE  FOODSTUFFS  ARE  SOUP . 

Under  a local  Act,  every  occupier  of  any  premises  used  for  the  sale  of 
any  article  of  food,  who  does  not  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  good  condition, 
is  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings. 

Altogether  1,473  shops  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and,  in  398  oases, 
the  occupiers  were  communicated  with  regarding  the  condition  of  their  shops. 
The  corresponding  numbers  in  the  previous  year,  we  re,  respectively,  1,528 
and  382.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (h).

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This  is  an  increase  of  thirteen  as  conpared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  "Places  of  Public  Refreshment,"  is  increasing  annually. 

All  these  premises  were  visited  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  see  that 
the  byelaws  for  regulating  the  internal  construction,  lighting,  and 
arrangement  of  premises,  with  a view  to  the  orderly  conduct  and  control 
thereof,  sire  being  conplied  with. 

UNSOUND  FOOD. 

The  total  quantity  of  food  seized  or  destroyed  during  the  year  1935> 
was  133  tons,  as  conpared  with  132  tons  in  the  preceding  year. 

All  the  meat  seized  in  the  si  aught  er- houses  is  examined  by  one  of  the 
Meat  Inspectors  - the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector  - 
appointed  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  (Scotland). 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  staff  to  the 
various  places  where  foodstuffs  are  sold  was  7,998*  Of  these  2,920  were  made 
to  slaughter-houses,  1,760  to  meat  marts,  206  to  fish- curing  premises,  376  to 
the  Pish  Market,  117  to  wholesale  warehouses,  128  to  street  markets,  1 62  to 
the  New  Market  Hall,  106  to  shipping  sheds,  120  to  provision-curing  works, 
and  2,087  to  other  premises,  including  all  the  offal  and  tallow  marts. 

The  quantity  of  fish  landed  during  the  year  was  1,931 >847  cwts.  Of  this 
quantity,  1,715,277  cwts.  were  landed  by  British  fishing  vessels,  and  216,570 
cwts.  by  foreign  vessels.  The  quantity  of  fish  landed  in  the  previous  year 
was  1,898,47 3 cwts.  The  quantity  destroyed  as  unfit  for  human  food  was 
5,688  lbs.,  as  compared  with  9,560  lbs.  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  altogether  1,226  seizures,  as  compared  with  1,263  in  the 
previous  year.  The  majority  of  the  seizures  was  made  in  the  slaughter-houses, 
while  1 33  were  made  in  the  meat  marts,  87  in  warehouses  and  shops,  25  in 
offal  markets,  3 in  the  Pish  Market,  9 in  cold  stores,  and  4 in  curing  yards. 

Tinned  Foods. 

Considerable  attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  inspection  of  tinned 
foods.  All  factories  where  such  articles  are  prepared  are  regularly  visited. 

■Wholesale  warehouses  and  shops  are  also  visited,  and,  in  these  88  lots 
of  tinned  foods,  comprising  beef,  pork,  tongue,  ham,  milk,  fruit,  tcmato 
puree,  tomatoes,  peas  and  salmon  were  dealt  with  as  being  unfit  for  human  food. 
The  number  of  lots  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  1 24« 

The  Public  Health  (imparted  Food)  Regulations  ( Sco tland)  1932 . 

The  "Oversea  Meat"  landed  at  the  port  during  the  year  consisted  of  lard, 
tinned  beef,  tinned  tongue,  and  tinned  ham;  and  was  all  duly  labelled. 

The  other  imparted  foods  consisted  of  butter,  cheese,  fish,  tinned  foods, 
flour,  cereals,  sugar,  fruit  and  vegetables. 

Prosecutions . 

In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against 
anyone  for  having  in  his  possession,  or  having  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  food 
which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A detailed  statement  of  the  meat  seized  during  each  month  of  the  year, 
as  also  a comparative  statement  of  past  years,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  III. 

Meat  Stores. 

Four  certificates  far  meat  stores  were  granted  during  the  year. 

.Cold  Stores. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  four  cold  stores  are  registered.  These 
premises  were  regularly  visited.

In  addition  to  the  above,  10  "unofficial"  samples  of  sweet  milk  were 
procured  at  byres. 

The  total  number  of  samples  analysed  was,  therefore,  1 ,266,  as  compared 
with  1,461  in  the  previous  year,  and  1,137  in  1933* 

The  following  tables  give  particulars  as  to  the  number  of  official 
sajrples  of  sweet  milk  procured  since  1914,  the  year  in  which  v/as  commenced 
the  system  of  "following  up"  all  deficient  samples  of  milk,  i.e.,  in  the 
case  of  a retailer  selling  deficient  milk,  of  taking  a sanple  in  the  course 
of  delivery  from  the  consigner  to  the  consignee;  and  in  the  case  of  a 
producer,  of  visiting  the  byre  at  the  earliest  possible  date  and  procuring 
a sample  of  the  corresponding  milk  from  the  cow.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  number  of  official  samples  of  sweet 
milk  procured  during  1935,  was  351 , of  which  10,  or  2.8  per  cent,  were  found 
to  be  under  the  standard.  In  the  previous  year  the  corresponding  number  of 
samples  procured  was  365*  which  13*  or  3*6  per  cent,  were  under  the  standard. 

The  percentage  (2.8)  is  lower  than  in  the  immediately  preceding  two  years. 
It  is  proper  to  mention  that  in  three  cases  the  milk  of  the  herds  was  found  to 
be  under  the  standard.  In  the  quinquennial  period  1930-4,  the  average 
percentage  of  deficient  samples  was  2.4,  as  compared  with  4.0  in  1924-8; 

6.7  in  1919-23;  and  1 6 . 2 in  1914-8.  The  percentage  cf  deficient  samples 
during  the  past  ten  years,  has,  therefore,  been  exceedingly  small.

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Twenty-four  samples  were  procured  from  consignments  in  course  of  delivery, 
and  the  percentage  of  deficient  samples  was  16.7>  as  compared  with  26.7  in 
the  preceding  year.  As  the  great  bulk  of  the  milk  delivered  in  the  City  is 
now  consigned  to  the  Aberdeen  and  District  Milk  Marketing  Board,  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  take  as  many  samples  as  formerly  from  consignments  in 
course  of  delivery.  A large  number  of  samples  are  analysed  daily  by  the 
Board,  and  whenever  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a consignment  may  be 
under  the  standard,  intimation  is  immediately  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

None  of  the  44  samples  purchased  from  retail  carts  we  re  found  to  be 
deficient.  The  percentage  of  deficient  samples  in  the  previous  year  was  7*0. 
During  the  period  1914-18,  the  average  corresponding  percentage  was  11.8,  as 
compared  with  3 = 5 for  the  period  1919-34. 

The  percentage  of  deficient  samples  purchased  in  retail  shops  was  2.1, 
as  compared  with  2.0  in  the  previous  ye ar.  During  the  period,  1914-18,  the 
average  was  13  = 8,  while  for  the  period  1919-34,  this  average  has  fallen  to 

4.0.

Letter  of  warning  sent, 

In  five  of  the  deficient  samples  purchased  from  retailers  (Nos.  2, 3 >4*  5 
and  6),  the  milk  was  said  to  have  been  supplied  "in  the  properly  closed  and 
unopened  receptacles  in  which  it  was  delivered  to  the  shop."  Pull  inquiry 
was  made  into  each  case,  and  except  in  the  case  of  No.  6,  there  was  no  reason 
to  believe  that  the  bottles  in  which  the  milk  was  supplied  by  the  retailers 
had  been  opened  by  the  retailers  or  by  any  other  person,  after  leaving  the 
premises  of  the  wholesale  dairyman  or  producer.  In  three  of  these  cases, 
samples  taken  from  individual  bottles  from  the  consignments  in  course  of 
delivery  to  each  of  the  retailers  were  found  to  be  above  the  standard.  In 
one  case  (Case  No.  4')-.  the  samples  of  "morning"  and  "evening"  milk  taken  on 
delivery  were  each  under  the  standard  for  fat,  and  corresponded  with  the 
sample  supplied  by  the  retailer.  No  proceedings  were , therefore,  instituted 
in  connection  with  this  case.  In  previous  Annual  Reports,  I have  emphasised 
the  necessity  of  steps  being  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  is  properly  mixed 
before  being  bottled,  but  it  is  obvious  that  this  is  not  always  being  done.

On  10th  June,  a sample  of  sweet  milk  purchased  in  a retail  shop  was 
certified  to  contain  not  more  than  2.85  per  cent,  milk  fat.  The  sample  also 
contained  9*06  per  cent.  Other  Solids.  As  the  dairy  farmer  was  unable  to  say 
whether  the  complained  of  sample  was  "morning"  cr  "evening"  milk,  samples  were, 
on  the  following  day,  taken  from  both  consignments.  The  sample  of  "morning" 
milk/ 
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milk  contained  2.90  per  cent.  Fat  and  9*00  per  cent.  Other  Solids;  while  the 
sample  of  "evening"  milk  contained  2.91  per  cent.

The  byre  was  visited  on  12th  June,  when  two  samples  were  procured. 

Unofficial  Sample  No.  2,  which  was  taken  from  the  bottling  machine  and 
was  comparable  to  the  two  complained  of  samples  procured  in  course  of  delivery, 
was  certified  to  contain  2.81  per  cent.  Fat  and  8.96  per  cent.  Solids  not  Fat; 
while  Unofficial  Sample  No.  3,  which  was  a mixed  sample  of  the  "morning"  milk 
of  all  the  cows  in  milk  (35  cows;  54  gallons)  was  certified  to  contain  2.94 
per  cent.  Fat  and  8.88  per  cent.  Other  Solids.  No  proceedings  were  taken 
either  against  the  retailer  or  the  producer. 

Samples  from  all  the  cows  then  in  milk  (35) 3 were  obtained  on  the  evening 
of  12th  June,  and  on  the  morning  and  at  mid-day  on  the  following  day.  The 
times  of  milking  were  4.15  a.m. , 10.15  a.m. , and  4.15  p.m.

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It  will  be  observed  that  all  the  cov/s  were  milked  in  the  morning  and  in 
the  evening,  but  that  only  24  cows  were  milked  at  mid-day.  The  average 
percentage  of  Fat  in  the  "morning"  milk  was  3*0;  in  the  "mid-day"  milk  4.1; 
and  in  the  "evening"  milk  4.05*  The  average  percentage  of  Fat  in  the  three 
milkings  was  3*58.  As  a rule,  however,  each  milking  was  bottled  s epar at ely. 

It  will  further  be  observed  that  in  the  morning  no  fewer  than  13  of  the 
cows  yielded  milk  which  contained  less  than  3 per  cent.  Fat  - the  percentages 
ranging  from  1*8  (2  cows)  to  2.9.  The  percentages  of  Fat  in  the  remaining 
cows  ranged  from  3.0  to  4.5. 

At  mid-day,  none  of  the  cov/s  yielded  milk  which  contained  less  than  3 
per  cent.  Fat  - the  percentages  ranging  from  3*0  to  5.1* 

In  the  evening,  none  of  the  cows  yielded  milk  which  contained  less  than 
3 per  cent.  Fat  - the  percentages  ranging  from  3.4  to  5*3  per  cent.

On  24th  October,  a sample  of  milk  purchased  in  a retail  shop  was  certified 
to  contain  1 .67  per  cent.  Fat  and  8.82  per  cent.  Other  Solids.  A sample  taken 
on  the  following  day  from  a consignment  in  course  of  delivery  contained  4.06 
per  cent.  Fat  and  8.75  per  cent.  Other  Solids.  On  inquiry  being  made,  it  was 
found  that  on  the  day  the  complained  of  sample  was  purchased,  the  wife  of  the 
shopkeeper  had,  on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  her  husband,  to  leave  the 
shop  in  the  temporary  charge  of  a young  girl,  who  had  failed  to  mix  the  milk 
during  the  process  of  sale.  Owing  to  the  illness  referred  to,  the  shopkeeper 
had  decided  to  dispose  of  the  business.  Moreover,  the  shopkeeper  was  in  very 
poor  circums tances  financially.  Taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  was 
decided  not  to  institute  proceedings,  but  in  lieu  thereof,  to  send  a letter 
of  warning.

As  the  percentage  of  fat  in  the  "morning"  milk  was  under  the  standard, 
and  was  even  less  than  that  contained  in  the  complained  of  sample,  legal 
proceedings  were  not  instituted,  but  a letter  was  sent  to  the  farmer 
impressing  upon  him  the  necessity  of  taking  whatever  steps  may  be  necessary 
to  ensure  that  the  milk  supplied  by  him  conforms  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Sale  of  Milk  Regulations. 

It  ought  to  be  mentioned  that  when  the  byre  was  visited  on  the  evening 
of  27th  November,  the  farmer  stated  that  he  had  that  day  purchased  two  new 
cows,  and  that  they  were  to  be  delivered  on  the  following  day.  Since  that 
date  several  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Dairy  Company  and  all  have  been 
found  well  above  the  standard  both  for  Fat  and  Solids  other  than  Fat. 


This  supply  is  also  being  kept  under  observation. 


Despite  the  fact  that  we  have  frequently  found  that  the  mixed  milk  of  a 
herd  may  fall  under  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,

It  will  be  observed  that  6 of  the  samples  contained  less  than  1 per 
cent.  Fat  - the  percentages  ranging  from  0.14  to  0.64.  In  6 cases  the 
quantitj7-  was  not  less  than  1,  but  was  less  than  2 per  cent.  - the  percentages 
ranging  from  1.0  to  1.88;  in  22  cases  the  quantity  was  more  than  2,  but  less 
than  3 per  cent.  - the  percentages  ranging  from  2.16  to  2.99;  while  in  the 
remaining  14  cases  the  quantity  was  more  than  3 per  cent.  - the  percentages 
ranging  from  3.01  to  22.55* 

As  has  been  our  experience  in  previous  years,  there  are  several  anomalies 
regarding  the  quantity  supplied  and  the  price  charged.  One  sample  cost  3d, 
and/ 
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and  weighing  19^  ozs.,  contained  0.41  per  cent.  Fat.  Forty-three  of  the 
samples  cost  6d.  One  weighed  6 ozs.,  and  the  percentage  of  fat  was  2.99; 
one  weighed  7~k  ozs.,  and  the  percentage  was  also  2.99;  one  weighed  9 ozs., 
and  the  percentage  was  2. 92;  and  one  weighed  10^r  ozs.,  and  the  percentage 
was  2.51*  Nine  weighed  12  ozs.,  and  the  percentages  were,  respectively, 

O.64,  1.00,  1.58,  1.88,  2.42,  2.53,  2.67,  3.42  and  6.03;  six  weighed  13^ 
ozs.,  and  the  percentages  were,  respectively,  0.34,  2.64,  2.64,  2.86,  3*20 
and  4.28;  five  weighed  15  ozs.,  and  the  percentages  v/ere,  respectively,  0.30, 
2.16,  3»78,  3.88  and  4.30;  one  weighed  l6j  ozs.,  and  the  percentage  was  3*01; 
three  weighed  18  ozs.,  and  the  percentages  were,  respectively,  2.39,  2.80 
and  2.83;  three  weighed  19^  ozs.,  and  the  percentages  were,  respectively,

percentages  v/ere,  respectively,  2.20  and  2.72.  Two  samples  cost  9&.  - one 
weighed  6 ozs.,  and  the  percentage  of  fat  v/as  11.42;  v/hile  the  other  weighed 
9 ozs.,  and  the  percentage  of  fat  v/as  only  2.79*  The  remaining  tv/o  samples 
each  cost  1 /-.  One  weighed  5?  ozs.,  and  contained  22.55  per  cent,  fat;  while 
the  other  weighed  6 ozs.,  and  contained  11.94  per  cent.  fat. 

Butter. 

Fourteen  "informal"  and  one  "official"  sample  were  analysed.  One  of 
the  "informal"  samples  v/as  certified  to  contain  9 per  cent,  foreign  fat. 

An  "official"  sample  subsequently  purchased  was  certified  to  contain  8 per 
cent,  foreign  fat.  A penalty  of  40/-  was  imposed.  The  remaining  samples 
were  certified  genuine.  The  percentages  of  moisture  ranged  from  12.36  to 

15.64. 

None  of  the  samples  contained  preservative. 

Margarine . 

Sixteen  "informal"  samples  v/ere  procured,  and  all  v/ere  certified  genuine. 
The  percentages  of  moisture  ranged  from  1 4- 6l  to  15*98. 

None  of  the  samples  contained  preservative. 

In  five  cases  it  was  found  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  as  regards 
labelling,  etc.  , v/ere  not  being  strictly  complied  -with,  and  letters  of  warning, 
with  an  excerpt  from  the  Act  giving  full  particulars  as  regards  these 
requirements,  were  sent  to  all  offenders. 

Cheese. 

Seventeen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed  and  all  were  certified  genuine. 
The  percentages  of  fat  ranged  from  17.20  to  45*86. 


Jams. 


Eighteen  "informal"  samples  of  "home-made"  jam  v/ere  analysed,  and  all 
certified  genuine.  None  of  the  samples  contained  sulphur  dioxide.  The 
maximum  quantity  permissible  is  40  parts  per  million.  None  of  the  samples 
contained  glucose. 

Mince. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-eight  "informal"  samples  v/ere  analysed,  and  of 
these  8 v/ere  found  to  contravene  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health 
(Preservatives  &c.  in  Food)  Regulations.  The  only  preservative  permissible 
in  mince  is  sulphur' dioxide  in  the  proportion  of  450  parts  per  million,  and 
the  preservative  can  only  be  used  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September.  The  quantities  of  sulphur  dioxide  ranged  from  30  parts  to 
627  parts  per  million. 
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In  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  corresponding  samples  purchased 
was  135j  and  of  these  7 \?ere  found  to  contravene  the  requir ements . In 
1933  the  corresponding  figures  were  144  and  13* 

During  the  past  year  7 "official"  samples  of  mince  were  purchased, 
and  two  contraventions  were  discovered.  The  quantities  of  sulphur  dioxide 
were,  respectively,  93  and  133  parts  per  million. 

The  offences  all  occurred  during  the  months  in  which  no  preservative 
can  be  used. 

Sausages . 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  "informal"  samples  of  beef , and  3 of  pork 
sausages  were  analysed.  Six  of  the  samples  of  beef  sausages  were  certified 
to  contain,  respectively,  512,  55P,  570,  625}  703  and  1,990  parts  per  million 
sulphur  dioxide.  The  permissible  maximum  is  450  parts. 

Seventeen  "official"  sajnples  - 15  of  beef  and  2 of  pork  - were  analysed. 
Five  samples  of  beef  sausages  were  certified  to  contain,  respectively,  547} 
549  } 609}  627  and  1,691  parts  per  million  sulphur  dioxide.  Penalties  ranging 
from  twenty- five  to  sixty  shillings  were  imposed. 

Liver. 

Thirteen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed,  and  all  certified  to  contain 
no  preservative. 

Stewing  Beef. 

Ten  "informal"  and  two  "official"  samples  were  analysed.  Two  of  the 
"informal"  samples  contained  sulphur  dioxide,  the  quantities  being, 
respectively,  12  and  20  parts  per  million.  Official  samples  subsequently 
purchased  from  the  sellers  of  these  samples  were  certified  genuine. 

Boiling  Beef. 

Eight  "informal"  samples  were  analysed,  and  all  certified  to  contain 
no  preservative. 

Tinned  Foods. 

Fifty-six  "informal"  samples  - 12  of  meat,  26  of  fish  and  18  of  fruit  - 
were  analysed. 

In  five  of  the  samples  of  meat  - samples  of  meat  paste  - no  tin  was 
found;  while  in  the  remaining  seven  samples,  the  quantities  ranged  from  0.2 
to  1.0  grains  of  tin  per  lb. 

Five  samples  of  salmon  were  analysed,  and  the  quantities  of  tin  ranged 
from  0.4  to  1.0  grains  per  lb.  A sample  of  salmon  and  shrimp  paste, 
contained  in  a glass  vessel,  contained  no  tin.  The  remaining  20  samples  of 
fish  consisted  of  sardines.  Twelve  of  these  samples  contained  no  lead, 
while  the  quantities  found  in  the  remaining  8 samples  ranged  from  2 to  8 
parts  per  million. 

Tin  in  quantities  ranging  from  0.3  to  1.6  grains  per  lb.,  was  found  in 
seventeen  of  the  samples  of  fruit.  In  the  remaining  sample,  no  tin  was 
present. 

Dried  Fruit. 

Eighteen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed.  Ten  of  these  were  certified 
to  contain  no  preservative.

Seventeen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed,  and  all  certified  genuine. 
With  one  exception,  which  contained  no  added  starch,  the  samples  were  sold 
as  a "mixture,"  and  the  quantities  of  added  starch  ranged  from  11. 36  to 
36.90  per  cent. 

Mustard  Sauce. 

One  "informal"  sample  was  analysed  and  certified  genuine . 

Coffee. 

Sixteen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed.  All  were  certified  genuine. 
One  sample,  which  was  sold  as  a "mixture"  contained  35  per  cent,  chicory. 

Fruit  Wines. 


Twelve  "informal"  samples  were  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

None  of  the  samples  contained  sulphur  dioxide,  but  all  contained  benzoic 
acid,  the  percentages  ranging  from  303  to  6 00  parts  per  million. 

The  permissible  preservatives  are  sulphur  dioxide,  not  exceeding  350 
parts  per  million;  or  benzoic  acid,  not  exceeding  600  parts  per  million. 

Spirits. 

, Twenty-nine  "informal"  samples  - 13  of  whisky,  12  of  rum,  2 of  brandy, 
and  2 of  gin  - were  analysed.  All  were  certified  genuine,  with  the  exception 
of  a sample  of  gin,  which  was  certified  to  be  37.03  degrees  under  proof.  An 
"official"  sample  subsequently  purchased  from  the  seller  of  this  sample  was 
certified  to  be  36. 40  degrees  under  proof.  A penalty  of  £2  y/as  imposed. 
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In  addition,  four  "official"  samples  - 2 of  whisky  end  2 of  rum  - were 
analysed.  All  were  certified  genuine. 


Cyder. 

Sixteen  "informal"  samples  were  analysed,  and  all  were  certified  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives  &c.  in  Pood) 
Regulations . All  the  samples  contained  sulphur  dioxide,  the  quantities 
ranging  from  32  to  17 6 parts  per  million.  The  maximum  permissible  quantity 
is  200  parts  per  million. 

Drugs ♦ 

Twenty  "informal"  samples  were  procured,  viz.,  2 Linseed  Meal,  2 Gregory's 
Powder,  2 Grey  Powder,  2 Boracic  Ointment,  2 Zinc  Ointment,  2 Easton's  Syrup, 

2 Almond  Oil,  2 Camphorated  Oil,  2 Eucalyptus  Oil,  1 Boracic  Acid  Lotion,  and 
1 Boracic  Acid.  All  were  certified  genuine,  but  in  the  ca.se  of  one  of  the 
samples  of  Gregory  Powder,  it  was  stated  that  the  article  was  made  up 
according  to  the  1914-  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

An  additional  "informal"  sample  - Phenolated  Iodine  - was  analysed  at 
the  request  of  the  Police.  The  article  was  sold  for  9d. , by  a hawker  to  a 
citizen  who  complained  to,  and  handed  the  sample  to  a police  constable.  The 
Analyst  stated  that  "The  composition  of  the  sample  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
dilute  iodised  Phenol  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  The  phenol 
decolorises  the  iodine." 

ARTIFICIAL  CREAM  ACT,  1929. 

So  far  as  is  known  no  artificial  cream  has  been  manufactured  or  sold  in 
the  City  since  the  Act  came  into  operation. 


THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  ORDER,  1921. 


The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  this  Order,  which  deals 
with  the  labelling  of  imparted  meat,  was  1 68.  In  only  five  shops  was  imparted 
meat  found  exposed  for  sale  by  retail. 

The  above-mentioned  Order  has  now  been  revoked,  and  is  substituted  by 
the  Merchandise  Marks  (imported  Goods)  No.  7 Order,  1 934—

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  above  Acts,  and  Orders  made  thereunder,  was  $>94-6.  Of  these  2 35  were  made 
to  shops  where  eggs  were  sold;  4-02  to  shops  where  apples  were  sold;  273  to 
shops  where  oat  products  were  sold;  239  to  shops  where  currants,  raisins  and 
sultanas  were  sold;  124-  to  shops  where  honey  was  sold;  230  to  shops  where 

tomatoes  were  sold;  288  to  shops  where  butter  was  sold;  and  155  to  shops 

where  bacon  and  ham  were  sold. 

It  was  found  that,  generally  speaking,  the  Acts  and  Orders  were  being 
complied  with  - failure  to  have  any  of  the  required  articles  labelled  at  the 

time  of  visit  being,  as  a rule,  due  to  the  shopkeeper  having  failed  to  replace 

the  Notices  after  dressing  the  -windows.  In  22  cases  letters  of  warning  were 
sent. 

Premises  at  the  Cold  Store  in  Green,  have  been  duly  registered  for  the 
cold  storage  of  eggs. 
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RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

Seventeen  "official"  samples  were  procured  under  the  above  Acts,  and 
duly  analysed.  Eleven  of  the  samples  were  procured  from  upholsterers, 
three  from  rag  flock  manufacturers,  and  three  from  bedding  manufacturers.

SHOPS  ACTS. 


Shops  Act,  1912. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  Half- Holiday  Orders  and  Closing  Orders 
made  thereunder,  have  been  regularly  enforced.  In  all,  6,321  inspections  were 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  during  the  year. 

Of  these  inspections,  2,078  were  made  to  shops  where  full  inquiry  was  made 
as  to  whether  the  various  requirements  of  the  Act  we  re  being  conplied  with. 

In  2,027  or  98  per  cent,  of  the  shops  visited,  no  contravention  was  discovered. 
In  the  previous  year  similar  inquiries  were  made  in  3,130  shops,  and  in  2,783 
or  89  per  cent,  no  contravention  ms  discovered.  In  1 933 ^ 2,075  shops  were 
similarly  visited,  and  in  1,868  or  90  per  cent,  no  contravention  was  discovered. 
It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  number  of  contraventions  discovered  was  only 
2 per  cent,  in  all  the  shops  inspected.  The  contraventions  consisted  mainly  of  1 
failure  to  exhibit  the  statutory  notices. 

Eighteen  complaints  regarding  alleged  contraventions  of  the  Act  were 
received  during  the  year.  All  these  complaints  were  immediately  attended  to 
and,  when  necessary,  steps  taken  to  see  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  were 
fully  complied  with.  Thirteen  of  the  complaints  related  to  the  conditions  of 
enployment  of  the  shop  assistants,  and  in  5 of  these  cases  no  contravention 
was  discovered.  In  the  remaining  eight  cases  letters  of  warning  were  sent. 

.Half -Holiday  Orders. 

There  are  sixteen  Half-Holiday  Orders  in  force  in  the  City.  No  additional 
Order  was  made  in  the  course  of  the  ye'r( 

The  Aberdeen  Shops  (Y/eekly  Half-Holiday)  Amendment  Order,  1914,  provides 
that,  during  the  weeks  in  which  Christmas  Day  and  New  Year's  Day  occur,  the 
half- -hoi iday  for  the  shops  affected  shall  be  such  day  as  the  occupier  may 
specify  in  a notice  affixed  in  his  shop,  as  provided  by  Section  4 (3)  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1912.  No  contravention  of  this  Order  was  discovered. 
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Four  complaints  were  received  regarding  alleged  contraventions  of  Half- 
Holiday  Orders.  In  none  of  these  cases  was  any  contravention  discovered. 

Closing  Order  under  Section  3 (for  Fixing  the  Closing  Hour  for  the  Several 
Days  of  the  Week.) 

There  are  seven  Closing  Orders  in  force,  viz.,  for  chemists,  boot  and 
shoe  dealers,  hairdressers,  drapers,  ironmongers,  butchers,  and  watchmakers 
and  jewellers. 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  alleged  contraventions. 

An  application  was  submitted  by  the  Cycle  Trade  requesting  the  Council 
to  make  a Closing  Order  for  all  cycle  shops  in  the  City,  and  after  consideration 
of  a report  giving  details  as  to  how  the  making  of  such  an  Order  would  affect 
the  various  cycle  dealers'  shops  and  other  dealers  in  cycle  accessories, 
resolved  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  make  the  Order. 

Section  1 (l)  and  (2)  - Shop  Assistants'  Half  Holiday. 

Three  complaints  we  re  received  regarding  assistants  not  receiving  the 
prescribed  weekly  half- holiday.  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  the  assistant 
was  employed  till  1.45  p.m. , and  in  another  case  it  was  found  that  the 
assistant  had  of  his  own  accord  returned  to  the  shop  in  the  course  of  the 
afternoon.  Letters  of  warning  v/ere  sent.  In  the  remaining  case,  it  was 
found  that  the  manager  of  a hairdresser's  establishment  had  arranged  that  five 
of  his  assistants  should  return  to  the  shop  between  2.30  p.m.  and  4.30  p.m., 
on  the  afternoon  of  their  weekly  half-holiday  for  the  purpose  of  attending  a 
"class  of  instruction."  The  Manager  contended  that  the  assistants  v/ere  not 
"employed  about  the  business  of  a shop."  On  being  informed  however,  that  the 
Procurator  Fiscal  and  myself  could  not  agree  v/ith  this  contention,  the 
arrangement  was  terminated. 

In  none  of  the  2,078  shops  inspected,  was  it  found  that  the  requirements 
as  regards  the  weekly  half-holiday  v/ere  not  being  complied  with. 

In  34  shops  it  was  found  that  the  assistants  weekly  half-holiday  notice 
was  not  being  exhibited  or  was  not  properly  filled  up.  Letters  of  warning 
were  sent  in  every  case. 

Section  1 (3)  - Intervals  for  Meals. 

Eight  conplaints  were  received  regarding  alleged  contraventions  of  the 
requirements  as  to  meal  intervals.  In  three  cases,  no  cause  for  complaint  was 
discovered,  and  in  the  remaining  five  cases  the  contraventions  v/ere  of  a 
trivial  nature  and  letters  of  warning  v/ere  sent. 

In  the  course  of  making  the  routine  inspections  referred  to,  no 
irregularities  in  respect  of  the  dinner  interval  were  discovered,  but  in 
seven  cases  it  v/as  found  that  the  requirements  as  regards  the  tea  interval 
were  not  being  strictly  complied  with.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  every 
case.  On  subsequent  inspections  being  made,  it  was  found  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  were  being  strictly  conplied  with. 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  any  assistant  being  employed  for 
more  than  six  hours  without  the  prescribed  interval,  but  one  contravention 
was  discovered  in  the  course  of  routine  inspection.  A letter  of  warning  was 

sent. 

Section  3 - Seats  for  Female  Shop  Assistants. 

This  Section  requires  that  in  all  rooms  of  a shop  where  female  assistants 
are  employed  in  the  serving  of  customers,  the  occupier  of  the  shop  shall 
provide  seats  behind  the  counter  or  in  such  other  positions  as  may  be  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  the  seats  to  be  in  the  proportion  of  not  less  than  one  seat 
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to  every  three  assistants. 

No  complaint  was  received  regarding  a contravention  of  this  Section, 
but  one  contravention  was  discovered  in  the  course  of  the  routine  inspection. 
Letter  of  warning  sent. 

Section  4 (l)  and  (3)  - Half-Holiday  Closing  of  Shops. 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  alleged  contraventions  of  this 
Section. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Department  to  issue  warning  circulars  to  all 
new  occupiers  of  "mixed"  shops,  and,  during  the  year  131  such  circulars  were 
issued. 

Section  9 - Proceedings  as  to  Trading  elsewhere  than  in  Shops. 

A complaint  was  received  regarding  a fish  merchant  selling  fish  from  a 
cart  on  the  afternoon  of  the  fishmongers’  half-holiday.  A penalty  of  30/- 
was  imposed. 

Section  10  (l)  - Conditions  for  Mixed  Shops  remaining  open  on  Y/eekly  Half- 
Holiday. 

The  attention  of  5 shopkeepers  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  notices 
required  under  this  Section  were  not  being  exhibited.  The  Act  requires  that 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  weekly  half-holiday  these  notices  must  be  exhibited 
both  on  the  interior  arid  on  the  exterior  of  the  shop.  In  the  majority  of  the 
cases  referred  to,  only  one  notice  was  being  exhibited.  After  warning,  the 
notices  required  were  in  each  case  exhibited. 

Shops  (Hours  of  Closing)  Act,  1928. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  the  inspection  of  shops  which  remain 
open  for  the  sale  of  certain  commodities  after  the  closing  hours  prescribed 
in  the  various  Half-Holiday  and  Closing  Orders,  and  in  the  Shops  (Hours  of 
Closing)  Act,  1.928,  is  now  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Constable.  Pour  complaints 
regarding  alleged  contraventions  were  received,  and  were  forwarded  to  the 
Chief  Constable.  During  the  year,  18  prosecutions  were  instituted  by  the 
Police,  and,  in  14  cases  convictions  were  obtained.  Penalties  ranging  from 
10/-  to  55/-  were  imposed. 

Hairdressers’  and  Barbers’  Shops  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1930. 

No  contravention  of  this  Act  was  discovered  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  the  previous  year,  a summary  of  this  Act  was 
sent  to  every  retail  and  wholesale  shopkeeper  in  the  City,  and  immediately 
after  the  Act  came  into  operation  all  shops  were  visited  by  my  staff  and  full 
information  given  regarding  the  various  requirements.  Subsequent^,  2,371 
re-visits  were  made  in  order  to  see  that  these  requirements  were  being 
complied  with. 

This  Act  regulates  the  hours  of  employment  of  persons  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  who  are  employed  about  the  business  of  wholesale  or  retail 
shops  or  employed  elsewhere  in  connection  with  wholesale  or  retail  trade 
or  business. 

Young  Persons  to  whom  the  Act  applies. 

"Bnployment  about  the  business  of  a shop"  is  specifically  declared  to 
include  "any  employment  in  the  service  of  the  occupier  of  a shop  upon  any 
work,  whether  within  the  shop  or  outside  it,  which  is  ancillary  to  the  business 
carried/ 
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carried,  on  in  the  shop."  The  definition  thus  covers  a wide  range  of  enployees, 
including  all  young  persons  employed  in  connection  with  the  service  of 
customers,  the  receipt  of  orders,  the  handling,  despatch,  collection,  or 
delivery  of  goods;  in  the  clerical  work  of  the  shop;  in  the  service  or 
preparation  of  food  in  a restaurant;  or  in  carrying  messages  or  running 
errands;  or  employed  by  the  occupier  in  cleaning  or  maintenance  work.  All 
young  persons  who  work  "about  the  business  of  a shop"  are  regarded  as 
"employed,"  even  although  they  receive  no  reward  for  their  labour.  This 
covers,  for  example,  unpaid  learners,  or  members  of  a shopkeeper's  family. 

Subject  to  certain  exceptions,  no  young  person  may  be  employed  about  the 
business  of  a shop  in  any  week  for  more  than  52  hours.  (After  27th  December 
next,  the  maximum  is  reduced  to  48  hours.) 

Overtime . 

On  occasions  of  seasonal  or  exceptional  pressure  at  any  shop,  young 
persons  between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  may  be  employed  overtime,  that  is,  in 
excess  of  the  normal  maximum  working  hours,  subject  to  the  following  conditions 

(a)  Overtime  may  not  be  worked  in  any  shop  in  more  than  six  weeks,  whether 

consecutive  or  not,  in  any  year; 

(b)  No  individual  young  person  may  be  employed  overtime:- 

(i)  in  any  year  for  more  than  50  working  hours  (24  working  hours 
before  the  27th  December,  1936); 

(ii)  in  any  week  for  more  than  12  working  hours  (8  working  hours 
before  27th  December,  1936). 

No  Young  person  under  the  age  of  16  may  in  any  circumstances  be  employed 
overtime . 

Shortly  after  the  Act  came  into  operation  four  contraventions  were 
discovered  in  connection  with  the  employment  of  young  persons  for  more  than 
52  hours  per  week.  After  consultation  with  the  Procurator  Fiscal,  it  was 
decided  to  give  warnings  in  these  cases,  as  it  was  thought  that  the 
contraventions  might  have  been  due  to  ignorance  or  carelessness.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  however,  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a 
shopkeeper  for  having,  over  a period  ranging  from  four  to  twelve  months, 
employed  four  young  persons  for  more  than  52  hours  per  week.  The  enployer 
was  also  charged  with  having  failed  in  the  prescribed  form  and  in  the 
prescribed  manner  to  keep  a record  of  the  hours  worked  by,  and  of  the 
intervals  allowed  for  rest  and  meals  to  every  young  person  employed  by  him. 

A plea  of  guilty  was  tendered  and  penalties  amounting  to  £6:5/-  were  imposed. 

Restrictions  on  night  employment. 

Young  persons  to  whom  the  Act  applies  must  in  every  period  of  twenty- 
four  hours  between  mid-day  and  mid-day  be  allowed  an  interval  of  at  least 
eleven  consecutive  hours,  and  this  interval  must  include  the  hours  between 
10  p.m.  and  6 a.m.  The  effect  of  this  provision  is  that  no  young  person 
may  be  enployed  after  10  p.m.,  or  before  6 a.m.,  and  that  a young  person 
who  ceases  work,  e.g.,  at  8 p.m.,  must  not  commence  v/ork  before  7 a.m.  on 
the  next  day. 

The  provision  is  modified  so  as  to  permit  employment  between  5 a.m.  and 
6 a.m.  in  the  case  of  male  young  persons  between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  who 
are  enployed  during  that  hour  in  connection  with  the  collection  or  delivery 
of  milk,  bread,  or  newspapers,  but  they  must  be  given  their  eleven  hours 
interval,  and  this  must  include  the  hours  between  10  p.m.  and  5 a.m. 

Ten  contraventions  were  discovered.  Two  of  these  were  in  connection 
with  the  enployment,  before  6 a.m.,  of  boys  engaged  in  the  ddlivery  of  milk, 
while  the  remaining  eight  contraventions  were  in  connection  with  the 
enployment  of  young  persons  after  10  p.m.  on  "Hogmanay."  In  all  these  cases 
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it  was  considered  sufficient  to  send  letters  of  warning. 

Special  provisions  as  to  the  Catering  Trade,  and  as  to  the  sale  of  supplies 
or  accessories  for  Aircraft,  Motor  Vehicles,  and  Cycles. 

No  shopkeeper  has,  so  far  as  is  known,  taken  advantage  of  these  special 
provisions . 

Records . 

The  Act  requires  that  various  Forms  must  be  filled  up  and  exhibited  and 
all  records  in  respect  of  any  year  must  be  preserved  in  the  shop  to  which  they 
relate  for  a period  of  not  less  than  six  months  from  the  end  of  that  year.

On  the  sheps  being  re-visited,  it  was  found  that  the  necessary  Forms 
had  been  provided. 


The  Act,  however,  also  contains  provisions  affecting  all  shop  assistants, 
irrespective  of  age,  in  respect  of  the  arrangements  for  the  health  and  comfort 
of  shop  workers. 

These  ar rang ement s inc lude : - 

(a)  Suitable  and  sufficient  means  of  ventilation; 

(b)  Suitable  and  sufficient  temperature; 

(c)  Suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences; 

(d)  Suitable  and  sufficient  means  of  lighting; 

(e)  Suitable  and  sufficient  washing  facilities; 

(f)  Suitable  and  sufficient  facilities  for  the  taking  of  meals  (where 

this  is  done  in  the  shop. ) 

In  a Memorandum  issued  by  the  Scottish  Office,  it  was  stated  that  the 
provisions  as  to  sanitary  or  other  arrangements  in  shops  apply  to  wholesale 
shops  and  warehouses  as  well  as  to  retail  shops  in  which  any  persons, 
whether  juveniles  or  adults,  are  employed.  Some  ambiguity  arises  in  the 
interpretation  of  the  word  "employed.  " Does  this  refer  only  to  shop 
assistants,  i.e.,  those  employed  by  a shopkeeper,  or  does  it  include  all 
those  - other  than  assistants,  i0e.,  the  shopkeeper  and  his  partner  or 
partners,  if  any?  In  Aberdeen  there  are  a large  number  of  shops  where  no 
assistants  are  employed,  although  in  some  cases  there  are  three  persons  - 
all  partners  in  the  business  working  in  the  shop.  Steps  are  being  taken  to 
obtain  a ruling  on  this  point,  as  also  on  several  other  points,  e.g.,  a 
definition  of  "suitable  and  sufficient  means  of  ventilation,  tenperature, 
lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  and  washing  facilities." 


Ventilation. 


In  203,  of  the  2,181  shops  visited,  the  ventilation  could  not  be  regarded 
as  "suitable  and  sufficient,"  but  in  all  cases  the  shops  are  small,  and  it 
would  be  very  difficult,  if  not  inpossible,  to  provide  satisfactory 
ventilation.  In  126  of  the  unsatisfactory  shops,  no  assistants  were  enployed. 

Lighting . 

In  45  shops  the  lighting  was  poor,  and  in  17  of  these  shops  no  assistants 
were/ 
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were  employed. 

Temperature. 

In  only  82  of  the  shops  visited  was  no  heating  provided  in  some  part  of 
the  premises.  As,  however,  the  Act  requires  that  in  every  part  of  a shop  in 
which  persons  are  eipployed  about  the  business  of  a shop  suitable  and 
sufficient  means  shall  be  provided  to  maintain  a reasonable  temperature, 
letters  have  been  sent  to  all  shopkeepers  in  whose  shops  there  are  in  a part 
of  their  premises  in  which  persons  are  employed,  no  means  of  heating  provided. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  Act  provides  that  sanitary  conveniences  must  be  provided  in  the  shop 
unless  a certificate  of  exemption  is  granted  by  the  local  authority.  Such  a 
certificate  may  be  granted  only  where  the  authority  are  satisfied  that,  by 
reason  of  restricted  accommodation  or  other  special  circums tances  affecting 
the  shop,  it  is  reasonable  that  a certificate  should  be  in  force,  and  that 
suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  are  otherwise  conveniently 
available.  This  is  intended  to  meet  the  case  of,  for  instance,  a small 
lock-up  shop  or  kiosk  in  which  it  is  clearly  impossible  to  install  a sanitary 
convenience,  and  where  satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  assistants 
to  use  conveniences  in  the  same  block  of  buildings  or  elsewhere  in  the 
immediate  vicinity.  The  Act  does  not  lay  down  any  standard  requirements , 
but  provides  that  the  facilities  shall  be  "suitable  and  sufficient."  This 
is  defined  by  the  Act  to  mean  "in  relation  to  any  shop  or  part  of  a shop, 
suitable  and  sufficient  having  regard  to  the  circumstances  and  conditions 
affecting  that  shop  or  part,"  The  effect  of  this  definition  is  that  the 
requirements  have  to  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  circumstances  and 
conditions  of  the  individual  shop.  This  will  include  not  only  the  size  of 
the  shop  and  the  number  and  sex  of  the  assistants  employed,  but  also  the 
nature  of  the  trade  carried  on. 

In  October  last,  the  Public  Health  Committee  had  under  consideration  the 
provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  shops,  and  agreed  to  defer  consideration 
until  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  able  to  complete  his  inspection  of  all  the 
shops  in  the  City,

Washing  facilities. 

In  247  shops,  no  washing  facilities  are  provided,  but  in  the  majority 
of  cases  no  assistants  are  employed. 

Facilities  for  t aking  meals. 

Where  persons  employed  about  the  business  of  a shop  take  any  meals  in 
the  shop,  suitable  and  sufficient  facilities  for  the  taking  of  those  meals 
must  be  provided  and  maintained.  The  Act  does  not  lay  down  that  separate 
mess-rooms  must  necessarily  be  provided  in  such  cases.  The  obligation  is  to 
provide  and  maintain  "facilities"  to  enable  persons  who  take  their  meals  in 
the  shop  to  have  them  in  reasonable  comfort. 

In  Aberdeen  there  are  very  few  shops  in  which  the  assistants  do  not  go 
home  for  their  dinner,  but  in  all  shops  where  assistants  are  employed  between 
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the  hours  of  4 p.m,  and  7 p.m. , an  interval  of  half  an  hour  must  be  allayed 
for  tea.  In  542  shops  it  was  found  that  the  tea  interval  was  taken  inside 
the  shop,  but  in  240  cases  no  assistants  were  employed. 


The  total  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  regarding 
alleged  contraventions  of  any  of  the  Shops  Acts  was  3”! , ns  compared  with  31 
in  the  previous  year,  43  in  1 933 ^ and  46  in  1932. 


EXTERMINATION  OF  RATS . 

The  agreement  entered  into  in  1917  between  a number  of  citizens  - mainly 
the  proprietors  of  food  warehouses  and  similar  premises  - under  which  the 
services  of  the  two  Corporation  ratcatchers  were  made  available  to  the 
contributors  to  the  scheme,  has,  since  August  1931?  been  carried  on  direct  by 
the  Town  Council.  The  number  of  contributors  at  the  end  of  1934,  was  38, 
being  3 less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  their 
premises  during  the  year  was  2,328,  as  compared  with  2,239  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  services  of  the  ratcatchers  were  also  made  available,  on  request, 
for  138  citizens'  premises  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats,  on 
payment  of  the  charges  fixed  by  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Scheme.  The 
number  of  similar  premises  dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  156. 

The  ratcatchers  periodically  visit  all  open  places,  such  as  rubbish  tips, 
railway  embankments,  burns,  etc.  , and  also  all  premises  belonging  to  the  Town 
Council  which  are  known  to  be  infested  with  rats.

Following  upon  a suggestion  made  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
Scotland,  a "Rat  Week"  was,  as  in  previous  years,  held  during  the  week  commencing 
1st  April.  The  only  poison  sold  was  red  squill,  which  is  non-injurious  to  human 
beings  and  domestic  animals.  Each  purchaser  was  supplied  with  a set  of 
instructions  giving  full  information  as  to  hay  the  poison  was  to  be  used,  and 
was  also  supplied  with  a stained  p os  tcard,  on  which  he  was  asked  to  give 
particulars  a.s  to  the  results  obtained.  It  was  recommended  that  baits  should 
be  laid  e.t  least  three  times.  Between  2,000  and  3,000  leaflets,  inviting  the 
occupiers  of  all  rat-infested  premises  to  take  part  in  the  campaign,  were 
distributed.  Advertisements  were  also  inserted  in  the  Local  Press.  During 
"Rat  Week"  the  Department's  ratcatchers  were  solely  employed  in  laying 
poisoned  baits  in  rubbish  tips,  burns,  sewers,  and  other  public  places.  Mice 
poison,  in  the  form  of  red  squill  "safe"  biscuits,  was  sold.  These  biscuits, 
like  red  squill,  are  harmless  to  human  beings  and  domestic  animals.  Fourteen 
sales  were  made  -13  to  City  purchasers  and  1 to  a country  purchaser.  The 
biscuits  were  made  up  in  packets  of  20  and  40,  the  sales  being  10  and  4 
respectively.  Unfortunately,  none  of  the  purchasers  returned  the  postcards. 
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As  a supplement  to  the  work  done  by  the  Department  in  connection  with  the 
extermination  of  rats,  red  squill  is  continuously  on  sale  in  the  Public  Health 
Office. 

Undernoted  are  particulars  as  to  the  quantities  of  poison  sold  during 
"Rat  Heck"  and  also  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.

The  quantity  of  poison  sold  during  "Rat  Week"  was  about  the  same  as  in 
the  corresponding  week  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  City  purchasers 
being  58,  and  of  country  purchasers,  55 > as  compared  with  59  and  44-  respectively. 
The  Quantity  veld  in  the  public  Health  Office  during  the  remainder  of  the  year 
was  also  about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  individual 
purchasers  being  598 , as  compared  with  407  in  the  previous  year,  and  595  in 

1955. 


The  number  of  packets  of  red  squill  "safe"  biscuits  sold  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year  to  City  purchasers  was  18  packets  of  20  biscuits  and 
11  packets  of  40  biscuits.  Eight  sales  were  made  to  country  purchasers, 

4 packets  of  each  size  being  supplied.

As  part  of  their  routine  duty,  all  the  District  Inspectors  keep  a look-out 
for  rat-infested  premises,  and,  when  such  are  found  and  sufficient  steps  are 
not  being  taken  to  exterminate  the  rats,  a notice  is  served  under  the  Rats 
and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919*  upon  either  the  occupier  or  owner.  The 
number  of  such  notices  served  during  the  past  year  was  110.  The  corresponding 
number  in  each  of  the  five  preceding  years  was,  respectively,  98  in  1934, 

82  in  1933,  76  in  1932.,  50  in  1931,  and  82  in  1930. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  continuous  work  which  has  been  carried  on  in 
the  City  during  the  past  seventeen  years  in  connection  with  the  extermination 
of  rats  is  having  good  effect.  Nevertheless,  it  is  necessary  in  certain 
premises,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  making  such  premises  rat-proof,  to 
carry  on  ceaselessly  the  work  of  extermination.  Y/henever  possible,  every 
effort  is  made  to  prevent  re-infestation. 

Valuable  assistance  continues  to  be  rendered  by  the  City  Engineer's 
Department  in  raising  the  pavements  and  closing  up  the  rat  runs. 

The  poisons  used  by  the  ratcatchers  are  liquid  red  squill  and  arsenic  - 
the  use  of  the  latter  being  restricted  to  places  where  human  beings  and 
domestic  animals  cannot  obtain  access.  A "Qyanogas"  Foot  Duster  is  also 
used  where  the  conditions  are  suitable.  The  gas  is  released  by  the  moisture 
in  the  atmosphere  - the  residue  being  entirely  non-poisonous.  One  of  these 
Dusters  is  used  periodically  by  the  Cleansing  Department  in  the  refuse  dumps 
belonging  to  them. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES  AND  HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS . 

At  the  end  of  1935  there  were  only  two  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City, 
viz. , the  Sailors ' Home  and  the  Home  for  Deep  Sea  Fishermen.  ELeven  day 
visits  and  1 night  visit  were  made. 

The  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  20,  as  compared  with  22  in  the  previous  year.  This  number  includes 
three  houses  which  were  formerly  registered  as  common  lodging  houses,  but 
which,  on  account  of  the  charge  per  night  having  been,  in  1920,  increased 
beyond  the  sum  of  6d. , were  transferred  to  the  register  of  houses  let  in 
lodgings. 

The  number  of  day  visits  was  188,  and  night  visits  181.  The  houses  were 
kept  in  good  repair  and  in  a cleanly  condition.  Particular  attention  is  pa.id 
to  the  cleanliness  of  the  bedding. 
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The  Corporation  Lodging  House  continues  to  be  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  number  of  lodgers  ranged  from  144-  to  26l.

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  CINEMAS  ,&C . 

Following  upon  the  circular  letter  from  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health, 
dated  6th  December,  1920,  all  the  places  of  public  entertainment  were 
periodically  visited  during  the  year.  The  number  of  licensed  places  of 
amusement  is  56?  and  the  number  of  visits  paid  was  121. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (K). 

BILLIARD  SALOONS. 

Actipg  on  the  instructions  of  the  Magistrates,  all  the  Billiard  Saloons 
(24),  in  the  City  were  inspected,  and  any  cleaning  or  repairs  carried  out 
before  the  licences  were  renewed.  The  number  of  inspections  was  51 • 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  II.  (l). 

PORT  SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

In  accordance  with  the  Scheme  of  Port  Sanitary  Administration  prepared 
by  the  Local  Authority  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland, 
598  vessels  - 251  foreign  and  347  British  - were  inspected  during  the  year. 

Of  these,  114  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Careful  inquiry  is  made  regarding  the  presence  of  rats.  Preventive 
measures  were  taken  on  board  all  vessels  arriving  from  plague  suspected 
ports.  These  consisted  of  the  provision  of  rat-guards  for  all  mooring  ropes 
and  hawsers  to  prevent  the  escape  of  rats  on  share,  and  the  taking  of 
destructive  measures  on  board.  Specimens  of  rats  secured  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  in  all  cases  negative  results  were  obtained.

PORT  SANITARY  REGULATIONS  (SCOTLAND)  1933. 

These  Regulations  require,  inter  alia,  that  on  the  arrival  of  a ship 
from  a foreign  port,  the  medical  officer  of  health  or  a duly  authorised 
officer  of  the  local  authority  acting  on  his  behalf  shall  require  the  master 
to  produce  a valid  deratisation  certificate  or  a valid  deratisation 
exemption  certificate. 


A "valid"  certificate  means  a certificate  issued  under  these  Regulations 
or  at  an  approved  foreign  pert  which  has  net  been  current  for  mare  than  six 
months  or  in  the  case  of  a ship  -oroceeding  to  her  home  port  more  than  seven 
months  from  the  date  of  the  last  inspection.

In  all  cases  where  no  valid  certificate  was  produced,  the  Captain  was 
informed/ 
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informed  that  it  would  he  necessary  to  obtain  a certificate  without  delay; 
and  in  all  cases  where  the  vessel  was  going  to  another  part  in  Great  Britain, 
the  Public  Health  Authorities  were  communicated  with. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  1935,  6,828  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified.  Of  these, 
3,057  cases  were  removed  or  treated  in  the  various  hospitals,  and  182  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Reception  House.  The  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  nursed  at  home  was  3,771.  There  were  2,849  cases  of  measles, 

1,491  of  scarlet  fever,  81 5 of  pneumonia  (including  40  cases  of  influenzal 
pneumonia),  698  of  diphtheria,  1 91  of  tuberculosis  (120  pulmonary  and  71  non- 
pulmonary),  153  of  whooping-cough,  128  of  erysipelas,  123  of  puerperal 
pyrexia  (including  95  of  puerperal  sepsis),  96  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum, 

91  of  dysentery,  83  of  chicken  pox,  55  of  typhoid  and  para-typhoid  fever, 

24  of  German  measles,  17  of  infective  jaundice  6 of  epidemic  cerebro- spinal 
meningitis,  5 of  malaria,  1 of  acute  poliomyelitis,  and  1 of  epidemic 
encephalitis. 

There  were  5,362  notices  served  under  Section  50  (2)  and  Section  53  (2) 
of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897. 

There  were  6,420  intimations  made  to  school  teachers,  3,804  houses  and 
4,126  sets  of  clothing  and  bedding  disinfected  and  182  chaff  beds  destroyed. 

INTERMENTS . 

Applications  were  received  in  21  cases,  under  Section  69  of  the  Public 
Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1897,  to  bury  unclaimed  bodies  or  the  bodies  of 
persons  whose  relatives  were  unable  to  do  so,  being  14  less  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Four  of  the  applications  were  subsequently  withdrawn  and  the 
interments  carried  out  by  relatives. 

Seventeen  of  the  applications  were  granted,  at  a cost  to  the  Department 
of  £34:18:6  of  which  £8:12:  was  refunded  by  relatives  and  others. 

The  ages  of  the  interred  were:-  7 under  one  year  of  age,  2 between  one 
and  twelve  years  of  age;  and  8 from  twelve  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

Fourteen  of  the  interments  were  carried  ont  in  Trinity  Cemetery;  2 in 
Springbank  Cemetery;  and  1 in  Allenvale  Cemetery.
